THREE TO DEATH IN RAPIDS

New Treatment of Ores. 


A new process for the treatment of 


all classes of ores is being tried In 
America. 
For 
sulphite 
ores 
the 


method consists in treating them with 
nitric acid, which converts the sul- 
phides into sulphates. 
The nitric 


| oxide fumes given off are converted 
by atmospheric oxygen to nitrogen 
peroxide and are passed under pres- 
sure with excess of oxygen through 
a crushed quartz tower down which 
water flows. This, it is alleged, re- 
sults in 98 per cent, recovery of the 
nitric acid. The sulphate solution is 
treated by various chemical or elec- 
tro-chemical methods, according 
to 


the metal contained. Thus silver or 
mercury is precipitated as a chloride 
and then reduced to the metal; or sil- 
ver may be thrown down on copper 
plates. Copper can be recovered by 
electrolysis with insoluble electrodes, 
by precipitation as carbonate. ,.

For one thing, it helps out in the matter of amusements and 


rerreshments. 
There is a central id.ea to pin one's entertaining to, and 


•which lends itself to very attractive decorations. Then, too, it is right and 
proper that we should celebrate the day; and an affair into which some 
thought-of Lincoln has crept and some discussion of his life sends people 
home with a feeling of having enjoyed themselves more than usual. 


A little dinner, with amusements of some sort afterward, is a very 


delightful way to entertain. 
(3r one may invite the guests only for the 


evening and serve refreshments. 
In either case, the decorations for the 


table^ should display the national colors, and, if little favors are given, they 
bl(ould be suggestive of Lincoln and his work. 
, 


Red and white carnations make a pretty centrepiece for the table, with 


blue flowers, if they can be obtained, or, failing this, a twist or how of blue 
ribbon about the flo\yer-holder.-" Very suggestive also is a chain made out 
of,cardboard and covered wjth blackr paper, with the links severed in one 
place to suggest the broken shackles of slavery. Flags also can be used. 
And for favors a little pickaninny would be appropriate. A tiny map of 
the United States rolled up and tied with the national colors would also 
be suitable. These jWould prove more interesting if the States that seceded 
were marked off with red ink, the principal battle-ground indicated, and 
some one of Lincoln's famous sayings inscribed on the margin.

A 
TERRIBLE 
BATTLESHIP.

On March 14, 1814, th» eon* 


gre» of the United State* ap- 
propriated the sum of $320,000 
for the construction of a war 
vessel in the shape of a "float- 
Ing battery," designed by Robert 
Fulton. 
This battery was in- 


tended to be a very deadly af- 
fair, for it was planned to shoot 
scalding water and red-hot can- 
non balls at the enemy. This 
was the first steam war vessel 
built by the American govern- 
ment. She was christened the 


' "Demologas," but after the de- 
signer's death her name wa* 
changed to th* "Fulton," In his 
honor. 
She was launched Oc- 


tober 29, 1814, but. her engine 
was not put in till the follow- 
ing May. By that time the 
war of 1812 was over, and the 
terrible battleship never got a 
chance to squirt hot water at 
the 
British 
navy.

One C«nt Letter Postage Also In Issue. 


On* Senator Who Would Gladden 
the Colon*!'* Heart—Vie* President 
Break* Into Holy Writ—Politic* In 
Army Reforms.

Washington, Feb. 5.—[Special.]—Par- 


cels post legislation is mixed up witb 
other proposed measures relating to the 
postal service. Senator Bourne, chair- 
man of the postofflce committee, says 
that the advocates of an increase on 
second class mail, such as newspapers 
and periodicals, and the opponents of 
the parcels post are for one cent post 
age. 
He adds that there are a large 


number of people in favor of the re- 
duction of the first class rate if it can 
be done with due regard to the postal 
service, but the others seem to be lined 
up in classes/as he states. 


No one can yet say what prospect 


there is for parcels post legislation. It 
is doubtfuKif there ever \vas such a 
bitter fight over any measure in re- 
cent years. The opponents ot the par- 
cels post are determined it shall not 
pass if they can prevent it. 


Military Posts and Politic*. 


There is not much chance that the 


proposal of the secretary of war and 
the chief of staff for the abandonment 
of military posts in all parts of the 
country will receive the sanction of 
congress. It is congress that must 
provide quarters for the troops if the 
old posts are abandoned. But the war 
department can abandon any posts it 
desires; consequently there is a great 
deal of uneasiness. 


'•It's a fine move just at the begin 


ning of a political campaign," remark- 
ed a man from a state where three 
posts are affected. "The people will be 
real pleased to hear that the adminis- 
tration proposes to take away their 
military post."

there is politics in almost 'everything 
these days.

Pastor Russell of 
the Committee is 
widely known in 
this District. Hia 
coming has been 


(PASTOR. gUSSELQ) a topic of interest 


for several weeks. 


Not only are Christian natives alert to 
meet him, but their heathen country- 
men are, also, interested. Mohamme- 
dans have been inquiring, Has Pastor 
Russell any special message for us? 
The arrangement is that the Pastor 
shall spend a full week in this Dis- 
trict aud be at Madras next Sunday. 
He will, of course, be speaking every 
day and, although this will be done 
through an interpreter, the natives are 
keenly alert to hear what they call, 
God's Love Message. Addressing a large 
crowd under rather unfavorable cir- 
cumstances, the Pastor said:—• 


I have chosen as iny text on this oc- 


casion the Message of the angels at 
the birth of our Redeemer—"Fear not! 
Behold, we bring you good tidings of 
great .-joy, which shall be unto all peo- 
ple." (Luke ii, 10.) I feel that I am 
not entirely a stranger to many of you, 
nor yon to me. For a considerable 
time I have seen regular reports sent 
in from this District to the Interna- 
tional Bible Students Association, of 
which I have the honor of being Pres- 
ident. These reports informed us of 
your growing love for God and for the 
Message of His grace set before us in 
the Bible. Everything of interest that 
transpires amongst you here is prompt- 
ly reported to us—the numbers who at- 
tend the meetings, the numbers of 
adults immersed and the numbers oi 
children consecrated by their parents. 


These reports in turn are published 


to ^the Bible Students all over the 
world. We want you to know of the 
Christian love of these children of God 
of various nationalities who are repre- 
sented by the Committee *now before 
you. We desire to know of your spir- 
itual state and of what may be done 
wisely and economically to forward 
the same. Our Society is not wealthy, 
but the little that It possesses is most 
cheerfully and economically used in ' 
the service of the Lord and His Cause. 


Even some of your faces are familiar 


to us, for Brother Devasahayam sent 
us the photos of his native assistants 
of this District. No doubt he explain- 
ed to you his own marvelous experi- 
ences, as be told them to us: How, as 
the son of u native Methodist mission- 
ary, he thought to follow in his father's 
footsteps, after obtaining an education. 
He came to America, and, as a result 
oC a four years' course in a Methodist 
College in Ohio, found himself an ag- 
nostic—a Higher Critic, an Evolution- 
ist, a thorough unbeliever in the inspi- 
ration of the Bible. 
Too honest to 


preach what he no longer believed, ho . 
abandoned missionary intentions. 
I 


Later, six Volumes of "Studies in the 


Scriptuics," published by the Interna- 
tional 
Bible Students Association, 


brought the brother back to the Bible 
and to a fuller and more intelligent 
faith than he had ever before known. 
Then he had a Message of "good tid- 
ings" for his race, and God's provi- 
dence sent him back to you; and ntiw 
the true light, through his instrumen- 
tality, has reached many of your hearts 
and brought gladness through a more 
intelligent knowledge of God, through 
His Word. Ah, dear friends, we all 
know what a joyful Message of Truth 
has come to you, and wo tru&t that you 
will be faithful in letting your light 
shine before others and thus glorify 
your Father in Heaven. 


The Father of Mercies. 


Two days ago, on the Island of Cey- 


lon, my attention was drawn to the 
tomb of the good Bishop Heber. 
Im- 


mediately to my mind came the words 
of his well-known hyinn, 


"What though the spicy breezes 
Blow sott o'er Ceylon's Isle, 


And every prospect pleases. 


And only man is vile!" 


From childhood I bad sung those 


words, and finally found myself on 
Ceylon's Isle. But, my dear hearers, 
I am not so sure but that the dear 
Bishop exaggerated a little the vile- 
ness of the human types of this vi- 
cinity. 
Poverty, indeed, I see on 


every hand, and, if vileness be meas- j 
urcd by our great Creator byjack of ' 
wealth, then certainly you are vile in 
comparison to some more 
wealthy. 


But can we really believe that this is i 
the Divine standard? 
Shall we net! 


rather believe the words of Jehovah, ' 
"Man 
looketh upon the outward ap- 


pearance, but God looketh upon the 
heart?" (I Samuel xvi, 7.) 


I am not here to flatter you—not 


here to B«y that poverty is a proof of 
pnrlty of heart. On the <v>ntrAty, it 


Is my duty an a minister of Christ to 
declare thnt there is none righteous, 
no, not one. But I may say, to you 
that, admitting that all men have 
isiuucd—some In ways more peculiar 
to one nationality aud some to an- 
other, it is ours to point out the need 
of au Atonement for sin aud the fact 
that "the blood (the sacrifice) of Jesns 
Christ our Lord, cleanseth us from all 
Bin"—"Neither is there salvation In 
any other, for there is none other 
Name given under heaven or amongst 
men whereby we must be saved"— 
Jew or Gentile, bond or free, Cau- 
casian or Indian. 


I believe, therefore, that I cannot do 


better than to relate to you the "Old, 
Old Story," of the love of God mani- 
fested in Christ, the Redeemer. My- 
text tells that Old Story in precious 
words of life, which had well-nigh 
been lost during the darker ages and 
since; for many of you may be sur- 
prised to know that the vast majority 
of people lu Christian lands have very 
slight conception of the love of God. 
Indeed, I am sorry that it is true, but 
the faith of many Christians, as ex- 
pressed In their creeds, is more terri- 
ble, more God-dishonoring than ai'e 
the beliefs of any heathen In the 
whole world. 


I am glad to tell you, however, that 


really very few people in Christian 
lands any longer believe their own 
creeds. 
I know not how much of 


them are preached here. True Chris- 
tian people are much better than their 
creeds. 
They have a sympathy for 


you who live in these parts and for 
residents of other benighted lands. 
Many of them give liberally, whether 
wisely or not, in their desire to bene- 
fit the heathen. 


I assure you that however much 


their creeds assert it, these kind-heart- 
ed people do not believe that the mass- 
es of mankind are bound to eternal 
misery because of not having heard of 
the "Only Name." They really do not 
know what they believe. The smoke 
of the "dark ages" still prevails to 
such an extent that thefiveyes of un- 
derstanding cannot see "the 
length 


and the breadth and the height and 
the depth of the love of God, -which 
passeth all understanding." They do 
know, however, that, although they 
are fallen from God's image through 
sin, they still" have too much of His 
God-like quality of love to torture any- 
body, or even dumb brutes; hence they 
realize that there must be some mis- 
take in the creeds which they have so 
long possessed, which consign all ex- 
cept "the elect" to eternal misery. 


Now Look at Our Text. 


Note in our text the terms of 


a blessing intended of God for ev- 
ery creature. Two thousand years be- 
fore the angels uttered those words 
God gave the same Message of hope 
and joy to Father Abraham. Let those 
of this audience who are Mohamme- 
dans, as well as others, call to mind 
the promise to which I refer. It was 
the promise with the oath. God, fore- 
knowing that the fulfilment of the 
promise would be long delayed, made 
oath to it, so that all who trust in 
Him might have the consolation of 
that promise. And what is the prom- 
ise? God said to Abraha'm, "In thee 
and in thy seed shall all the families 
of the earth be blessed." 


Abraham was twice glad! He re- 


joiced that the curse that had rested 
upon the race would ultimately be 
lifted; secondly, he rejoiced that the 
blessing of the Almighty would reach 
mankind through his posterity. Nei- 
ther Ishrnael nor Isaac was the prom- 
ised seed—neither blessed the world. 
Neither Jacob nor Esau was the prom- 
ised Seed of Abraham to bless the 
world, for neither of them did the 
work. Neither did the nation of Israel 
succeed in blessing the world; nor did 
they attain eternal life for themselves. 
The Divine Purpose looked down to 
Messiah aud sa\v in Him the real Seed 
of Abraham through wlioni eventually 
Divine Power will be exercised and Di- 
vine Grace be shed abroad aiuoug men. 


According to the Scriptures, the Mes- 


siah, the Deliverer, is composite—com- 
posed of numerous members. 
Each 


one of these members must be tested 
and proven in respect to his loyalty to 
God and to the principles of righteous- 
ness before he can attain to bis glo- 
rious reward of the divine nature. God 
has foreordained how many shall con- 
stitute this Messiah company and what 
shall be their character-qualifications, 
according to which they may make 
their "calling aud their election sure." 


They must be so loyal to God and to 


the principles of His righteousness 
that they will gladly sacrifice every 
earthly interest, yea, life itself. It will 
be readily seen that there are not very 
many of such deep devotion as this, in 
the whole world. However, God, who 
knows the end from the beginning, dc- 
elarcs that His purposes shall not fail, 
Avliich means that He will succeed in 
the appointed time in finding the pre- 
destinated number of the proper faith, 
obedience, character. 


Restrictions at First Only. 


The primary restrictions were that 


this glorious opportunity to become 
members of the Messiah, "the Seed of 
Abraham" for the blessing of the 
world, must be first offered to the nat- 
ural seed of Abraham. Only after the 
worthy of these bad been gathered 
could this great privilege be extended 
to others. But mark you well—the se- 
lection of this special class docs not 
involve the "non-elect" in eternal tor- 
ment, nor in any disaster. On the con- 
trary, the gathering of the "elect" 
should be regarded as an assurance on 
God's part of the fulfilment of His 
larger promise, that through these 
eaintly ones, the Messianic Body, great 
blessings are to be showered upon 
Abraham's natural seed; yea, and upon 
HI the families of the earth. 


The blessing of the world will be 


Restitution. If. as the Evolutionists 
IMI ns, the Bible theory, thnt mnn I 


was created In Cod's image, la wronfc 
and he is really the off-spring of an. 
a,pe, then Restitution would be the 
worst thing that could possibly come 
to mankind—to restore him to simian 
couditions. But the Bible is quite right 
in giving the Divine declaration to 
mau that he was created perfect and 
upright and in the Image and likeness 
of God and that our defilement came 
through the sin of disobedience and 
that our degradation came through he- 
redity and that we needed to ba re- 
deemed with the life of another—that 
"as by a man. came death, by a man 
also should come the resurrection of 
the dead." The simple story of the 
Bible is of human degradation and 
death, of redemption and of a coining 
time of uplifting from sin and death 
conditions to perfection and life. This 
offer will be as world-wide as was the 
condemnation which came upon our 
race through Adam. For six thousand 
years our race has been living under 
a reign of sin and death, but the Sev- 
enth Thousand will be the great Sab- 
bath typified by Israel's Jubilee Year, 
in which all debtors went free and 
every man returned'-' to his former es- 
tate. 


The glorious possibilities of that 


thousand years are variously present- 
ed to us in the Bible. It is to be the 
New Day, to be ushered In by the Sun 
of Righteousness with healing in His 
beams. Ignorance and sin, sorrow aud 
death, shall flee away—darkness and 
superstition shall vanish. Satan shall 
be bound for a thousand years and de- 
ceive man no more. Messiah will 
reign with Divine Power. A Priest 
upon His Throne, He will extend mer- 
cy to those whom He rules. He will 
instruct 
them, succor them, uplift 


them, and, as the hand of God, will 
wipe away all tears. 


Meantime the earth„ itself will be 


made to "blossom as the rose'1 and to 
"yield her increase," and "the wilder- 
ness and the solitary place shall be 
glad." 
"The knowledge of the' glory 


of God shall fill the whole earth as the 
waters cover the sea." The result will 
be that "every knee will bow and ev- 
ery tongue confess" to the glory of 
God, 
for all who shall reject this won- 


derful demonstration of Divine Power 
and love will be esteemed unworthy of 
any further favors and will be de- 
stroyed from among the people, in the 
Second Death. St. Peter tells us that 
all the holy Prophets told this blessed 
story of coming restitution. See his 
plain statement of the matter in Acts 
iii, 19-23. 


A Redemptive Sacrifice Necessary. 
We must not forget that in the D^ 


vine arrangement a sacrifice for .sins 
was necessary. Because of his diso- 
bedience, Adam was condemned to 
death, but not to eternal torment, as 
our creeds mistakenly declare. 
His 


race in him, when he sinned, shared 
his penalty; hence we are a dying race 
—mentally, morally 
and physically 


wrecked. 
God could not Justly set 


aside His own sentiments and declare 
ns worthy of His favor and its gift of 
eternal life. But since all came Into 
this condemned condition through one 
man's disobedience, it was possible 
that all should be released from the 
death sentence through the sacrifice of 
one Uedeerner. "As all in Adam die, 
even so all in Christ shall be made 
"alive, every man in his own, order."— 
I Corinthians xv, 22, 28. 


Here we have an important ques- 


tion: Has a Redeemer been provided 
so that God can justly permit Messiah 
to awaken the sleeping members of 
our race and to uplift all out of sin 
and death, back to human perfection 
and an earthly Eden, world-wide? The 
answer is, Yes. Jesus left His heav- 
enly glory and was made flesh, "that 
Ho by the grace of God should taste 
death (not eternal torment) for every 
man." (Hebrews ii, 0.) His reward of 
the Father was a glorious exaltation 
(o the riRht hand of Divine Majesty, 
"fnr above angels, principalities aud 
powers." 
Thus He was qualified to 


mlc and to bless those whom His 
death redeemed. 


Why, 
then, docs the Messianic work 


delay? Why did Jesus not immediate- 
ly begin the work of restitution? The 
Bible answers the question most clear- 
ly. It assures us that before thn t work 
can begin there must be selected from 
amongst men, by a special call and by 
special tests, a saintly class, a "little 
flock," to whom it is the Father's good 
pleasure to give Ihe Kingdom in. joint- 
hoirship with His only Son, the Re- 
deemer. So, then, what remains is for 
all of this class to finish their course 
with joy and then, by the First Resur- 
rection, to pass beyond the veil to be 
f01 ever with their Lord as spirit be- 
ings— partakers of the divine nature, 
far above angels, principalities and 
powers. 


Then the spiritual Seed of Abraham 


will be complete, and then it will be- 
gin its work of blessing, first the nat- 
ural seed of Abraham, and, subse- 
quently, all (he families of the earth. 
If at first we were inclined to feel im- 
patient of the long delay, we arc check- 
ed by the thought that if the work of 
God in the selection of the spiritual 
Seed of Abraham, "like unto the stars 
of heaven," had been completed soon- 
er. ILO would have missed the glorious 
opportunity of becoming members of 
it. Rather, therefore, lot us rejoice in. 
the delay, realizing that the world in 
general suffers nothing in death, but 
merely' sleeps tintil the resurrection 
morning. Let us be glad and rejoice 
and give glory to God and strive to 
make our "calling and our election 
sure" to a place in Abraham's spiritual 
Seed, of whom St. Paul declares, "If ye 
be Christ's,' then are ye Abraham's 
Seed and heirs according to the prom- 
ise." (Galatians iii. 29.) How glnd we 
well may be and how much we well 
may rejoice in the glorious Plan of 
our God. whose length and breadth 
nnd height and depth transcend our 
hisjhost hopes and ambitions!

nominee, is believed to have told the 
president that he 'would accept 
the 
post. The White House declined to 
make any announcement, its reti- 
cence, however, being explained by 
the fact that 
diplomatic

ments usually are not made public 
until a foreign country is asked if 
to it. 


Mr. Herrick was in communication 


during the day with Senator Burton 
of Ohio, who is known to have ad- 
vocated the 
former's 
appointment. 


That Mr. Herrick for some time has 
looked with favor upon filling a dip- 
lomatic post was indicated by friends 
but it was explained that 
business 


affairs hitherto 'would not ^permit 
him to leave the country. 
Recent 


adjustment of his affairs, however, 
is said to have made him able now 
to accept a post abroad. 


Mr. Herrick's visit to the White 


House led to the report, that

Taft's political campaign.
